HEALTHY VICTORIA 

V ICTORIA'S HEALTH CONTINUES TO 
improve. The report which Dr. Price presented 
to the City Council last night showed that only 337 
ewes of infectious diseases were recorded in 1925 a» 
compared with 494 in the previous year ud 1,177 
cases in 1923. It was also revealed that the city's 
death rate from tuberculosis has improved in the last 
twelve months from 7.2 per cent in 1924 to 6.6 in 
1925. This latter improvement should be particu¬ 
larly noted for the reason that the climate of this com¬ 
munity attracts many sufferers of the disease from 
other parts of the Province and Dominion, end this 
naturally increases the death rata proportionately, for 
by no means all rally and recover 

There is obviously much in the report for which 
the Health Officer of the city himself can take credit. 
His task is not of the simplest. Drilling health pre¬ 
cautions into the minds 6f people who for the moat 
part are well and happy—who only take u interest 
in sanitary regulations when they themselves are caught 
as a result of neglect—requires much persistence, per¬ 
suasion. and reminders that the lew is the law. Al 
his report shows, howevev Dr. Price seems to have 
been successful in his plea for cooperation and the 
result furnishes another piece of excellent advertising
